Framing and Dipping — Drying and 
Boilng— Precaution. Taken. 

The wood used in the manufacture of luct- 
fers is the best pine plank, as free from knot* 
as it can be procured. Each plank is cut 
across the filers by means of a circular saw, 
into twenty -eight or thirty blocks, each meas- 
uring eleven inches long, four and one-half 
wide and three inches thick These blocks are 
cut up Into splints by a machine of simple but 
ingenious construction, which I will endeavor 
to explain in a few words. To the extremity 
of the horizontal arm of a crank is attached a 
frame which reciprocates to and fro with the 
motion of the crank through a space of about 
four inches. In this frame are fixed in a Una 
some thirty or forty lancets with the points 
and separated from each 



other by pieces of brass. The block of wood to 
be cut is inserted by the small end, between 
uprights, and a lever placed upon it forces it 
down to such a position that as the lanoet 
points advance, the end of the wooden block 
U scored or out In the direction of, or par- 
allel with the fibers, with aa many Unas as 
there are lancets. Aa the lancets are with- 
drawn by the motion of the crank, a scythe 
blade moving in a horizontal plana swings 
round , and cute off the end of tbe block to the 
depth of the scores made by the lancets. 
RAPIDITY Or THX CCTTISO PROCESS. 

The pieces thus cut off will evidently be 
four sided splints, square in section, suppos- 
ing, as is the case, that the lancets are 
equidistant, and that tbe horizontal knife cuts 
exactly to the depth of the lanoet •cores. 
When the horizontal knife swings back, the 
block, from which one layer of splints has 
thus been removed, descends through a spaos 
.1 mill to the depth of the section, the lancet 
points again advance and recede, and the 
knife again does its work. In this

from IS to Hi planks each l» feet long, 11 
inches wide, and ■! inches thick can be cut up 
into splints iu a day of ten hours. Aa the 
eplinta fall off the block by the action of the 
horizontal knife, they pass down a shoot 
immediately under into a room below, w" 
they are are tied up into bundles. 

Next comes the coating of parafflne which 
the match requires before tipping. Sulphur 
was used for this purpose until quite recently, 
but is uow almost entirely discarded. In one 
of the roOSBS is a f uruaoe employed iu keeping 
a plate of iron above it nearly red hot, and 
also heating a vessel containing melted paraf- 
fins. The splints are brought hure in bundles, 
placed for a moment 011 the hot plate to chax 
their ends, aud then dipped in the peratnt 
not in the vessel it.-'lf however. A pan with 
a piece of flannel in it stands above It, 
this naii'e-l is kept constantly moist with 
melted paraftlue. When the ends of a bundle 
are placed on the flannel they suck up instan- 
taneously as much of the substance as la re- 
After this <-otues the framing, i. «. , placing 
the splints on ends inside a frame, and separ- 
ating each row with a long splint, very much 
aa you would lead type. This is done in order 
that a great many may be tipped and dried 
at once. When a frame becomes filled it la 
locked with a wedge, and in this 
state looks like a large square brush, 
toe ends of tbe spluits answering to 
hairs, although of course they are much fur- 
ther apart. The splints are now tapped 
gently on a flat iron plate, to render their 
ends perfetly level, and are then ready for 



is prepared. For 
matches "glue is first of all melted; then 
phosphorus, chlorate of potash, and other 
ingredients are stirred in one at a time. The 
phosphorus used for this, being highly 
dangerous, is kept in a large iron tank 
filled with water, and covered with an iron 
plate, locked down. A large iron slab 
stands near, and a workman in front of it 
who smears the slab with the composi- 
tion by means of a brush, and then, holding a 
frame full of splints with both hands, brings 
tbe tips of the latter down on the composition 
aud raises them again, each one with a little 
wet ball on ita end. 

How comes the drying. Running along the 
whole length of the building on one side are 
a aeries of drying-rooms; along each side are 
iron racks into which the frames containing 
the newly tipped matches fit like shelves. 
When thoroughly dry, the frames are taken 
to another room, loosened, and by a little 
sleight of hand the whole of theruatches are 
thrown out in rows on a tray, and 
then pushed over to a girl on the 
other side. Hhe, with the precision and 
rapidly which practice alone can give, takes 
up a bundle of matches just enough to fill a 
box and no more, and tucks them Into It. It 
occasionally happens that in sweeping off a 
row of matches, a match ignites and kindles 
the others in tbe row; the girl has a box ot 
sawdust at band in which to plunge and ex- 
tinguish the names — Urooklyu Eagle.
